B o s t o n , Mass., O ct 15.— At W ednesday ’* 
meeting of the Am erican Board of Missions 
Rev. E. K. Alden, P. P., homo secretary , 
rep orted th a t during the q uarter contury 
just ended the num ber of ordained mission­ 
aries has decreased 10 p er c e n t, from 100 
in I860 to 151 in 1885. 
D uring the 75 
y ears 
of its existence the A m erican board 
has 
sent out 599 ordained missionaries, of whom 
32 were p hy sicians,43 p hy sicians unordained, 
and 144 other male assistants, m aking a 
total of 768 men. 
D uring the 
same p eriod 
they have sent out 1,080 women, 308 of 
whom were unm arried—a 
total force of 
1,806. 
This gives as the annuul average for 
the whole p eriod about 25 missionaries a n i 
assistaut missionaries, 10 men, 8 of whom 
were ordained, and 15 women. 
Rev. A. G. Clark, P. P., senior 
foreign 
secretary , m ade the following rep ort for the 
25 y ears just ended: Of 160 missionaries on 
the 
roll 
in 
1860, 
52 still remain and 
have rendered an average service of 3t 
y ears; 80 have 
served an average of 28 
y ears. An interesting feature of the foreign 
work during the p ast 25 y ears is the enlarge­ 
ment of work for women, 
in I860 there 
wore 22 women connected with the d iffro n t 
missions. 
A few of the wives of mission­ 
aries wefo attem p ting to do something for 
their sex, but no sy stemat ic work had been 
organized. 
Now there are 101 women with 
the different missions 
in 
charge of 40 
seminaries or engaged in fieldwork. 
The 
number of y oung men enjoy ing the ad 
vantages of higher Christian education under 
the immediate care of cultured women from 
this country amounts to nearly 1,700, while 
p robably ten times as 
many 
more arc 
roacbod in their homes by mi ¡sionary ladies, 
und by the large num ber of liiblo women 
working under their sup ervision. 
In 25 y ears there has b -on an advance in 
churches from 10.5 to 292; of church m em ­ 
bers from 35,000 to over 23,000; of p up ils in 
common schools from 8,0)0 to 35,000; of 
native p astors from 27 to 117, not to sp eak 
of the growth of a large and efficient holy 
of native p reachers and teachers, acting as 
co-laborers iu the evangelization of their 
p eop le. 
By a singular coincidence there has been 
on the average a five-fold increase during 
the y ears in the 
aggregate of results in
